WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States today grant- 
ed the petition for a writ of certiorari 
in the contempt cases of Samue! Gom- 
pers, Frank Morrison and John Mitch- 
ell, officers of the American Federation 
of Labor.’ 

The effect of the decision will be to 
bring the entire record in the Buck 
Stove and Range case against these 
men to the Supreme Court for review. 

All Defendants in Court. 

Méssrs. Gompers, Morrison and Mitch- 
ell, with their counsel, J. H. Ralston of 
this city, were present when Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller indicated the willingness of 
the court to review their case. 

They did not at first seem to entirely 
comprehend the affouncement, but 
when Mr. Ralston imparted its purport 
to them their faces were wreathed in 
smiles, and together with Mr.- Ralston 
they immediately left the courtroom.

From March, 1898, to October, 
1900, he was @ member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission.: He is a 
member of the Chicago, Union League 
and Onwentsia Country. clubs. 

He was married the first time Dec. 
26, 1875, to Alice D. Harmon of Danville, 
Ill., who died Aug. 17, 1898. The present 
Mrs. Calhoun, to whom the attorney 
was married in 1904, was Miss Lucy 
Monroe, a sister of Harriet -Monroe, 
author. 

This is not Mr. Calhoun’s first ex- 
perience in diplomatic service. In tha 
troubled months preceding the outbreak 
of the war with Cuba he was called 
upon by his boyhood friend, President 
McKinley, to undertake an investigation 
of Cuba by which the policy of the 
United States was to be determined. 

At a time when public excitement was 
inflamed by the sufferings of the popu- 
lation of Cuba, Mr. Calhoun was sent 
there. He performed his mission and 
his report of the condition in Cuba is 
said to have been a model of dispas- 
sionate observation. In 1900 Mr. Cal- 
houn resigned from the Commerce Com- 
mission, moved to Chicago and took up 
In 196 he again 
was called on to enter the service of 
his country to act as a special commis- 
sioner in an international crisis. 

Several of the great powers of the 
world were rushing battleships to Vene- 
zuela. It seemed as if nothing could 
avert a war in which America would 
be involved, on account of its announced 
determination to maintain the principles 
of the Monroe doctrine. Mr. Calhoun 
spent several months in Venezuela and 
compiled a voluminous report, which 
has served as a basis for America’s 
action ever since, 

Crane First Appointee. 

Charles H. Crane, who was the first 
appointee of the present administration 
for the Chinese mission, also was a 
Chicagoan, and his recall, just as he 
was about to leave San Francisco for 
Pekin, supplied a diplomatic sensation, 
which has not yet been fully explained. 
Crane was summoned to Washingtoa 
and his resignation followed after a 
meeting with Secretary Knox. 

It was declared in some quarters that 
& newspaper interview in which he 
spoke altogether too frankly of the 
situation in the far East, was responsi- 
ble for what was considered virtually 
his removal. Others contended that op- 
position in certain financial quarters had 
accomplished the undoing of the Chi- 
cago manufacturer-diplomat. Crane did 
make speeches and gave interviews of 
a frank nature, but he asserted that 
he had been told to do so by President 
Taft. 

Efforts were made by some of the 
Chicago friends of Crane to show their 
confidence in him through the medium 
of a banquet, following his resignation, 
but he spoiled the plans by his imme- 
diate departure for Europe, where he 
now is.

PULLMAN CARS 
T0 REDUCE TIPS 


Porters Forbidden to Carry 
Baggage or to Brush Pas- 
sengers at Their Seats. 


Pullman Porter Jim and his fellows 
would sho’ find a scrumptious enjoy- 
ousness in burying seven hairs, plucked 
in the dark of the moon from a black 
Cat’s tail," before the doorstep of a cer- 
tain Pullman Patace Car Co. official. 

For how is the lord of the parlor 
car, the dusky prince of the persuasive 
palm, to make an honest living? It has 
been difficult enough heretofore for nim 
to keep the wolf from the door, with 
merely the privilege of extorting any 
sum from a quarter up from those who 
fell into his clutches. But now he has 
fallen upon more evil times through the 
announcement from headquarters that 
several cruel] and unusual rules are to be 
strictly enforced. 


Must Not Carry Grips, 

In the first place, he is forbidden to 
carry the grips of passengers from their 
seais into the vestibules of the car. 
Formerly this service was sure to ex- 
tract valuable largess, and if he was 
dexterous enough (as he usually was) to 
mix the baggage so that no one could 
find his own, the porter could ¢ount on 
further spoil by untangling the confu- 
sion he had created.

The enterprising porter has been able 
to add largely to his perquisites by pre- 
tending to struggle with refractory bag- 
gage, and by finally offering to store 
it in an é¢mpty stateroom or put it upon

~ “All the elements of our national! life 
are in dissoiition,’’ it says. ‘“‘Laws de- 
signed to protect the citizen and the 
family have become weapons against 
both. Schools which pretend to be neu- 
tral corrupt the minds and sully the 
souls of the young. The army has been 
insulted and humiliated and the appe- 
tite for plunder has carried the budget 
beyond the fourth billion. Fair promises 
of reform have failed and humanitarian 
dreams have been pleasantly related to 
conceal hypocritical conduct and deceive 
the people. 

*Dilapidation is rampant, usurpation 
has created right, anarchy reigns, inco- 
herency governs. It is thus more than 
ever the duty of our partisans to work 
in harmony at the coming elections. We 
remind our friends that the electoral 
committee appointed by the Duke of Or- 
leans is acting in accord with the politi- 
cal bureau which the Prince has desig- 
nated to receive and allot the gifts that 
may be prompted by the generosity of 
royalists.”’

His 
color is shaded silver, his legs are squat. 
his eyes are emerald green and his fur 
is so aristocfatically luxuriant that! it 
touches the ground when he stands 
erect. He is a year and six months 
ald, and his parents are of the nobility, 
being Al-Tarak and Ke-ke-vita. 

His tail is of high-bred shortness and 
he weighs 17 pounds. He is no strariger 
to acclamation, for he took first prizes 
last year at Chicago, Grand Rapids 
and Indianapolis cat shows, and won 
The 
judge at the Pittsburg show was Field 
Marshall of Toronto, Canada, one of 
the best authorities on cats in America. 

“Rob Roy,” which “Silver King’’ dis- 
places as emperor of cats, belongs to 
Mrs. George H. Lynas of Logansport, 
Ind., who imported him eight months 
ago. 

When at home, “Silver King” its 
housed in accordance with his rank.

With the Western Switch- 
mens’ Troubles.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—On the should- 
ers of Grand Master W. G. Lee of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, and 
Fifth Vice-President James Murdock of 
the brotherhood, will be the responsi- 
bility as to wuether or not the train 
hands on the 32 Eastern railroads, rep- 
resenting 101,000 men, will go on strike 
should the demands for a 10 per cent 
Wage increase be refused:-~ 

Grand Master Lee and Murdock are 
prominent and conservative labor lead- 
ers, great believers in arbitration in the 
settling of labor matters and will do 
everything within their power to bring 
about peace..The two men have been 
placed in charge of the negotiations. 

They will present the demands to the 
general managers of the 32 railroads this 
week. 

This was decided upon yesterday at a 
conference at the Grand Union Hotel, in 
which Murdock participated. 

Will Prepare Grievances. 

Railroad union chiefs and the wage 
adjustment committees of the various 
railroads will arrive in the city tomor- 
row or Wednesday and will prepare the 
final schedule of grievances so they can 
be presented to the various rallroad 
managers on Thursday or Friday. 

The railroad brotherhood mén have no 
anticipation of any trouble. They have 
confidence that their request will be 
granted, but, of course, should it be re- 
fused, then a strike may take place. 

At the end of the conference one of 
the officials of the brotherhood issued 
this statement: 

“The demand has been indorsed by 
more than a two-thirds vote of the 
membership of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen. 

‘Vice-President Murdock of the 
brotherhood has been put in charge of 
the New England division of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen, and 
Grand Master Lee of the brotherhood 
has been put in charge of the genera! 
negotiations with the general managers 
of the railroads, 

Devends on Grand Master. 

“Before a general strike can be or- 
dered on the roads, it will have to have 
the official sanction of the grand mas- 
ter before it can go into effect. In the 
event of the refusal of the demand a 
second poll will be taken for the pur- 
pose of reindorsing the demands pre- 
sented in order that the general strike, 
when called, may be unanimous and 
effective. 

“The movement planned will have 
nothing in common with the general 
strike being conducted at present by the 
Swithmen’s Union of North America, 
which is distinctly a rival and an enemy 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
mén, which includes the majority of 
the switchmen of the country. There 
is no love lost between the two bodies, 
the members of the Switchmen’s Union 
of North America having tak the 
places of the striking members ofthe 
Brotherhood of Railroad trainmen two 
years ago at Fort Worth, Tex. 

“The present wage movement is an 
outcome of a conference of the chair- 
men of the wage adjustment boards of 
the Eastern railway system, held at 
Boston on Nov. 19. At this conference 
it was agreed that a general demand 


| should be made for a 10 per cent wage 


increase.”’

“Again, the libel laws in Great Britain 
are so strict that I could not even out- 
line the history of the Asquiths without 
EEE 
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laying my publishers open to liability 
for damages to the extent of hundreds 
of. thousands of pounds. That way I 
journeyed 3000 miles to give out my 
statement. 

“It seems, however, that I shall have 
to go back to England within a few 
weeks, instead of a few months, as I 
had planned. I had thought that after 
my statement had been made public in 
America, the land of the free and the 
home of the brave, the English public 
would be made acquainted with it. But 
this has not been the case. I have 
learned that a campaign of silence is to 
be waged against me on the other side 
.and I must do something to win in that 
campaign. 

No Cuarrel With Le Gallienne. 

“All this talk about a controversy be- 
tween me and Richard Le Gallienne is 
bosh. In. the first place, I would not 
engage in any serious controversy with 
aman who in England is regarded as 
not more than a tenth rate literary 
man. It is true that his books sell far 
better than mine, and I am not going 
to enter into a comparison between his 
work and mine. All I have to say is 
that he has pushed himself into greater 
prominence now than he ever before at- 
tained. 

“I invited him to a luncheon on 
Wednesday to show that I bore him no 
ill will-and I also invited three gentle- 
men whom I have met since arriving in 
America to meet him. He was to be 
the guest of honor. Well, the invita- 
tion to the guest of honor has been 
withdrawn and I would -not have him 
as a guest under any consideration now 
because of his attack upon me yester- 
day morning. 

“I am not a cad or a coward, as Mr. 
Le Gallienne so unkindly said L was.. I 
have always had a feeling of friendship 
for him, but after his scurrilous re- 
marks about me and my attitude toward 
womanhood—for which I have far more 
reverence than he has—I would,.not have 
him meet my wife and my friends.”’ 


No Fear of Result in England. 
“Have you any apprehension about 


the treatment you will receive when you 
return to England?’’ 

“No. Why should I? All I said on 
Saturday morning about Mrs. Asquith 
has been known and talked of in En- 
gland for a long time.” 

“What about the possible effect on 
the sale of your books?” 

“I do-not see that that concerns any- 
body except my publisherr and me. I 
have received no complaint from the 
publishers, so I am resting easily on 
that score.”’

Sheriff E. H. Bullinger, with armed 
deputies, and State’s Attorney D. T. 
Hartwell reached the scene early this 
morning and began an immediate in- 
vestigation. Their first effort was di 
rected. toward finding the men who 
stabbed to death Luther Williams of 
Marion, afterward firing many bullets 
into his body. 

Victim in Desperate Fight. 

Williams, who was the gon of a min- 
ister in Scottsboro, left Marion at 11:30 
o’clock last night, saying that he in- 
tended to visit his father. Early this 
morning, after the rioters had dispersed 
temporarily, the body of Williams was 
found lying in the road, a short dis- 
tance from Scottsboro. His hands were 
terribly cut, showing that he had made 
a desperate effort to ward off the blows 
of his assailants. 

The mob was organized about mid- 
night at a dance. It is believed that 
Black Hand leaders were there and 
stirred the drink-sodden men to vio- 
lence. The angry men first marched 
to the home of Luke Newton, who had 
been aiding the police in hunting the 
perpetrators of a number of Black Hand 
crimes in this locality. 

Newton was not at home when the 
rioters appeared and opened fire on his 
house. His wife and children were in 
bed, but Mrs. Newton hurriedly gath- 
ered the little ones together and escaped 
through a rear door; amid a fusiliade of 
bullets. Investigation showed § this 
morning that more than 100 shots had 
been fired into the Newton home. 

Disappointed in their failure to find 
the man who they have come to re- 
gard as their bitterest foe, at his home, 
the rioters rushed to the central portion 
ef the town and took complete control. 
All of them were armed and they kept 
up a continuous fusillade, firing on 
Americans wherever they were found. 


Frightened Familiex Move. 
Residents in the immediate vicinity of 


the principal streets removed their fam- 
flies to remote portions of the town, 
where they took refuge with friends 
for the remainder of the night. Great 
fear was expressed lest the angry men 
would fire the town, but no effort was 
made to do so. 

Several arrests are expected today, 
and as the miners are still angry and 
many of them not recovered from the 
effect of their night’s debauch, further 
trouble is feared.

REAL INDIA CURRY. 








N order to make a thoroughly satis- 
factory curry, uncooked meat should 
be used, but good results can be 
obtained by the use of cold lamb, beef, 
game, rabbit or chieken, provided that 
an extra supply of stock or gravy is at 
hand. Cut the meat into dice. Cut two 
small onions into thin slices, and fry 
in two tablespoonfuls of butter to a 
light golden brown. Dust lightly with 
flour, add the meat, fry to a deep gold- 
en brown. (Butter is the correct article 
to use, but well-clarified fat may take 
its place.) Take a spoonful of curry 
paste—the size of the spoon must de- 
pend upon the quantity of the meat, and 
individual taste—mix the paste smoothly 
in a cup with gravy or stock, remem- 
bering that curry should never be flery 
hot. Place the fried meat in a saucepan

with a pinch of salt, a tablespoonful 
grated cocoanut, two tablespoonfuls 
cocoanut milk, one tablespoonful of 
mango or other chutney, a squeeze of 
lemon juice and a generous piece of but- 
ter. The last named is an indispensable 
ingredient. A couple of slices of apple 
may be added to the mixture. Cover 
all the above with gravy, place the 
cover firmly on the saucepan and draw 
it to a hot part of the stove to simmer 
for at least two and a half hours, 
Stir often, using a wooden spoon. When 
ready for serving, the compound should 
be rich dark brown in color and its 
savory odor ought to be prophetic of 
its success, There should be no floating 
gravy, but merely a rich moisture. Rice 
may be served on the same dish.—The 
Housekeeper.

As a team the Browns wound up at the very bottom in batting, 


even below Washington and Chicago, two teams that never made any pre- 


tensions of being hitters. 


The figures given out by Ban Johnson 


ae ‘are official and of course must stand in 


the record book.

Member 


The removal of a a ot brain 
from the right side of the eranium of 


Thomas Bligh at the City Hospital has 
produced a total paralysis of his left 


arm, It is a Physiological fact, long 
established, that the right side of the 


brain controls the left. side of the body. 


Bligh fell from a Scaffolding at the 
New Princess Theater building, Grand 


avenue and Olive street, on Noy. 30 ani 
bis. skull was fractured ‘The surgeons 
found that a splinter of bone an inch 
long had been driven through the dura 
mater, or brain covering, on the right 
side of the head and hag penetrated a 
half inch into the cerebrum. They re- 
moved the bone fragment ana about a 
teaspoonful of brain matter which was 
torn. An irregular hole an inch in dia- 
meter was cut in the skull and will re- 
main protected only by the scalp.
